For 1929 


[The printing of this report was postponed until the July 
issue of this Magazine on account of the large space taken for 
the reports of other years in the April Magazine.] 


As election of officers and all other business of the Society 
was transacted at the general meeting held on April 2, 1930, 
and as three years reports were read and have since been 
printed in the April number of our Magazine, the Executive 
Committee directed that the report for the year 1929 be printed 
in the July number. 

Our membership on January 1, 1929, was 1,426, and on Jan- 
uary 30, 1930, 1,434. During 1929 and that portion of 1930 
already passed, we have an unusually large number of losses 
by death, and resignations, due to the hard times of last 
year. Some of those who have resigned, stated frankly that 
they would have wished to continue members, but could not 
afford it. 

I have given in my report read at the general meeting an 
account of various matters of interest and importance to the 
Society, which occurred in 1929. There is nothing of this 
nature which need be given now, except that committees have 
been appointed to make arrangements for our centennial in 
December 1931.

There were added to our library in 1929, 1,445 books and 
pamphlets. This included gifts by several individuals of large 
numbers of books. In order to accommodate some of these 
several boxes of older books, not often called for, were by 
the consent of Mr. George C. Gregory, President of the Guar- 
anty Trust Company, and a member of our Committee, tem- 
porarily placed in the fire-proof basement of his bank. Mr. 
Gregory has also taken care of several other gifts. 

The change of plan by which Virginia House cannot for a 
long time be used by the Society, makes it more than ever im- 
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peratively necessary that we have a fire-proof annex (a three 
story steel and concrete building) on the large lot in the rear 
of our present home. “The Lee House”, our most sacred and 
valuable possession, will be used for part of the work of the 
Society and will be kept, as it now is, in exactly the condition 
it was when “Marse Robert” lived in it. 

We feel the utmost attachment and veneration for it, but it is 
not fire-proof, is greatly over crowded, and only one room can 
be heated on account of the danger of placing flues through 
rooms full of books and papers. 

Our Society has done little or no begging; but we feel that 
we should make an appeal for a building fund, which will 
amount to at least $75,000.00.

In Annual Meeting 


HELD APRIL 2, 1930 


The Annual Meeting was held at the Society’s Home, 707 
East Franklin Street, at 4 P. M., with Judge Daniel Grinnan, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, presiding. 

The first business of the meeting was the reading of the 
annual reports which the Chairman, who has been for some 
time acting president, had prepared. It is as follows: 


THE CHAIRMAN’S ANNUAL REPORT FOR 
1926-1927-1928 


To the Members of the Virginia Historical Society: 


For reasons beyond our control the annual meetings have 
been postponed until this date. As our President, Mr. E. V. 
Valentine, is unable to be present, the Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee has to make the reports for 1926, 1927, and 
1928. 

Appended to or included in this report are those of the 
Treasurer and Corresponding Secretary. 

Generally, our membership has increased steadily. On Jan- 
uary 1, 1926, there were, after deducting all who died, resigned 
or were dropped for non-payment of dues, 1,337 members; 
on January 1, 1927, 1,412; on January 1, 1928, 1,461, and on 
January 1, 1929, 1,426 members, a loss of 15. On December 
1, 1929, this loss had been made up, our membership being 
1,477. 
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The vast majority of our members pay promptly; but there 
were last year a number of people who do not seem to recog- 
nize that on joining this Society they pledge their honor to 
pay dues up to the date of their resignations. The Society is 
very considerate in its dealings with delinquent members, is 
always ready to make allowances for altered conditions ; it fre- 
quently asks if the member can give a reason why he is un- 
able to pay; but in case of too many of these delinquents all 
bills and letters are ignored. They continue to accept the 
Magazines, without paying for them and finally have to be 
dropped. We do not care here to express our opinion of such 
conduct. 

The Committee has also decided that it is impossible longer 
to conduct our business without a full time assistant secretary, 
instead of one who was employed only for two hours a day. 
It has therefore employed our very efficient assistant secre- 
tary, Mrs. J. A. Johnston, for full time.

GIFTS 


During the years 1926, 1927 and 1928 we received or have 
been promised an unusual number of valuable gifts. The 
fact that we are to have fire-proof rooms and space for proper 
exhibition influenced many donors. The gifts will be recorded 
under the separate years. 

1926 

From Mr. William Byrd, New York City: 

A large photograph of a portrait of William Byrd, II, by 
Kneller, 1708, signed by the artist. This portrait was given 
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by Col. Byrd to his friend, the Earl of Orrery, who bequeathed 
it to a daughter of Col. Francis Otway Byrd’s brother-in-law, 
an intimate friend. It was bought by Mr. Byrd from a de- 
scendant of this lady in 1925. 

Mr. Byrd has kindly consented to allow a copy of this por- 
trait to be made for the Society. We are naturally very an- 
xious to take advantage of this offer, not only because William 
Byrd was one of the most prominent Virginians of the Colonial 
period, but in order that the founder of Richmond should be 
worthily represented here. 

There is in this city no portrait of him which has any value. 
We have made arrangements with a most competent artist who 
is acceptabie to Mr. Byrd, to make a copy of this three-quarter 
length portrait for $500.00. The Society cannot afford to spend 
this amount for the purpose and has therefore asked for sub- 
scriptions. Up to the present date $160.00 has been sub- 
scribed. We shall be very grateful for additional subscrip- 
tions which will enable us to have in our gallery a portrait of 
so great interest. 

Mr. Byrd also allowed us to copy and print a manuscript 
volume of copies of letters of members of the Byrd family, 
1628-1791, collected by the late Miss ‘Elizabeth Byrd Nicholas 
and by her given to Mr. George H. Byrd of New York, father 
of Mr. William Byrd. 

The letters, with notes and illustrations, are now in course 
of publication in the Virginia Magazine of History and Bi- 
ography.

In the spring of 1926 it was suggested that two Confederate 
guns which had been used in the War Between the States, 
would be very interesting relics of a critical period in Vir- 
ginian and American history. Such guns were most likely 
to be found in United States government arsenals. Applica- 
tion was made to the Chief of Ordnance and met with a prompt 
response. There were difficulties in the way of identification 
for similar guns were frequently used by the Confederate and 
United States armies. Finally, at Watervliet Arsenal, New 
York, were discovered two guns, which bore old labels, “Rebel 
trophies”. These were a 3.8 Blakeley and a 3. Whitworth, 
which had been imported from England and used in the Con- 
federate Army. 

To comply with the law these guns had to be presented 
through a municipal corporation. This matter was arranged 
through Hon. J. Fulmer Bright, Mayor of Richmond, and the 
two guns were shipped to us at Richmond, the Society paying 
freight and other charges. They arrived safely and Mr. Allen 
J. Saville kindly offered to store them in one of his ware- 
houses. They have been removed to the basement of the Lee 
House and will ultimately be placed in the proposed fire-proof 
annex.

Judge 
Dabney told his son that his grandfather, William Pope, told 
him the chair had come from “Pope’s Creek”, Westmoreland 
County. This William Pope was the son of Nathaniel Pope 
(born about 1729) who had lived at “Pope’s Creek”.

A portion 
of the leather was in such bad condition that it had to be re- 
moved and a piece was given to Mrs. Ball. 

On August 26, 1926, Miss Stone made a deed of gift to the 
Virginia Historical Society conveying certain articles listed in 
a schedule annexed to the deed, such property to be delivered 
to the Society, when Miss Stone received notice that the So- 
ciety is ready to occupy a fire-proof house. Among the ar- _ 
ticles enumerated are: 

(1) Piano made by Burkhardt, 1780, formerly owned by 
Miss Stone’s grandfather, Capt. Richard Perkins, of “Locust 


Grove”, Campbell County. 
(2) Two very old card tables, which were inherited by 
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Mrs. Richard Perkins from the Chastain, Cocke, Shores and 
Dupuy families. 

(3) A Hepplewhite table, formerly owned by Richard Per- 
kins, great grandfather of Miss Stone. 

(4) A candle stand from “Locust Grove”. 

(5) Oil portrait of Capt. Richard Perkins, of Locust Grove”. 

(6) A colonial mirror from “Locust Grove”. 

(7) Old mahogany clock, four feet high. This clock was 
delivered to us in 1927 and was put in the hands of Scheer 
and Co. to be restored to its original condition. The works, 
which were pronounced by the older Mr. Scheer (now dead) 
to be about 180 years old, could not be used and were remade 
by Mr. Scheer himself. This very interesting old clock has 
been put in order. We are indebted to the Messrs. Scheer 
for the great interest they took in this work. 

(8) The old brass candlesticks. 

(9) Two old crystal candlebra. 

(10) Part of the last counterpane woven by slaves at 
“Locust Grove”. 

(11) A candle snuffer and some very large keys made in 
the blacksmith shop at “Locust Grove”. 

From Miss Katherine H. Hawes, Richmond, Virginia: 

(1) 42 numbers of old Richmond newspapers. 

(2) Confederate currency and a North Carolina State bond 
dated 1862. 

(3) A manuscript, dated Appomattox Court House, April 
10, 1865, being an agreement for the surrender of the Army 
of Northern Virginia to the United States authorities, with 
autograph signatures of Generals Gibbon, Griffin and Merritt, 
for the United States Army, and Generals Longstreet, Gordon 
and Pendleton for the Confederate Army. General Gibbon has 
endorsed the paper “This is the triplicate paper signed at 
Appomattox C. H., the two others being retained by General 
Grant and General Lee”. 

General Gibbon, in his recently published “Recollections of 
the Civil War”, printed the letters of Generals Grant and 
Lee agreeing on a commission to arrange the details of sur- 
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render, the order of each commander appointing his repre- 
sentatives, and a copy of the agreement which was drafted 
at the McLean house. 

This valuable document has been placed in bank.

THe MAGAZINE 


Volumes XXXIV and XXXV were published in 1926 and 
1927 respectively. We have again been fortunate in the char- 
acter of the material we have been able to publish. 

The Virginia Council Journals, 1726-1753, with the copious 
notes, were continued as were the Diary of Bishop Early and 
the Kennon Letters. The valuable and scholarly contribution 
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of Mr. Fairfax Harrison, “The Proprietors of the Northern 
Neck; Chapters of Culpeper Genealogy”, was concluded in 
the January, 1926, number. In that number also appeared 
the first “History of our Society, Past, Present and Future”. 

Quit Rent Rolls, Virginia State Troops in the Revolution, 
Donald Robertson’s School Accounts, 1758-69, Valley of Vir- 
ginia Notes, by C. E. Kemper, and Virginia Gleanings in Eng- 
land, were continued. 

The genealogies: Brent of Stafford, Harrison of James 
River, and Presley, were, as far as possible, not mere lists of 
names and descents, but contained documents illustrative of 
people and economic conditions. The other sections of the 
Magazine were kept up to their usual standard, and the vol- 
umes were very fully illustrated with portraits, views, etc. 

In 1927 we had an especially fine contribution: General 
Eben Smith, U. S. A., one of America’s most distinguished 
authorities on military affairs, furnished an exceedingly valu- 
able paper on “The Military Education of Robert E. Lee”, 
Mr. Fairfax Harrison, made for the first time, a most carefully 
studied article on thoroughbred horses in colonial times, en- 
titled “Equine F. F. V’s”. Mr. David I. Bushnell, Jr., of the 
Bureau of American Ethnology, contributed a series of articles 
on “John White, the First English Artist to Visit America, 
1585”, which began in the October Magazine. These papers 
were illustrated by reproductions of the complete set of White’s 
drawings of Indians of the present North Carolina. De Bry 
had given the figures correctly, but for the first time, the whole 
of each of White’s drawings, as he made them, were given by 
Mr. Bushnell. 

Mr. Harrison gave a fascinating account of the original por- 
trait of Pocahontas. The unpublished letters of the Byrd 
family contained in Mr. William Byrd’s manuscript volume 
were begun in 1927. The letters of William Byrd,II, contain 
the well-known charm of those which have been already pub- 
lished. Another valuable contribution was a biography of the 
eminent lawyer, Chapman Johnson, prepared by Miss Esther 
C. N. Steele, who had access to the family papers, and another, 
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by Mrs. Ann V. M. Milbourne, on the proposed colony, west 
of the Blue Ridge, planned by Jacob Stauber, etc., 1731, cov- 
ered new ground. 

The Council Journals, Kennon Letters, and the Early Diary 
were continued. The other sections of the Magazine were 
well filled, and again there were many illustrations. 

Volume XXXVI, published in 1928: Letters of the Byrd 
Family, Council Journals, Early Diary, Kennon Letters, The 
Account of John White, were continued or concluded. Other 
articles of especial interest were a Biography of Robert Bev- 
erley, the Historian, An Early Plan for a Bishopric, A Pro- 
posed Colony West of the Blue Ridge, The Expedition Against 
Fort DuQuesne, and a paper on Washington on the Frontier. 
This volume also contained an unusual number of interesting 
illustrations. 

It is hoped that during 1930, arrangements will be made 
which will give the editor time to examine the manuscripts 
constantly accumulating in the State Library, that he may 
make use of them in the Magazine. The fact that an assistant 
secretary has been employed for some years past, only a few 
hours each day, has made it necessary for the editor to re- 
main most of the time at the Society’s house.

I have said at the beginning of this report that there have 
been certain occurrences during the year 1929 which should 
be stated to the Society before the full report for this year 
is made at the next annual meeting. 

All are familiar with Mr. and Mrs. Weddell’s most generous 
offer of a part of their beautiful “Virginia House” as soon 
as it was completed and the remainder after they have passed 
away. All of us have hoped that they would have a long and 
happy tenancy of “Virginia House”, but we commenced mak- 
ing preparations for moving our portraits and collections to 
the western wing which was to be given us. 

The moving was delayed by the magnificent exhibition of 
Virginia historical portraits which conferred great honor upon 
this Society and upon the committee of gentlemen who as- 
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sumed all responsibility for its management. An account of 
if with the catalogue was published in our July Magazine. 
The elaborate illustrated catalogue with biographies, which is 
soon to be published by the Exhibition Committee, will be one 
of the most notable books ever printed in Virginia. 

Early in the spring some prominent members of our Board 
and Society came to the conclusion that our valuable library 
and manuscript collections, at least, must be at once removed 
into a fire-proof building on the lot back of our house. Plans 
were made for an addition which would only contain book- 
stacks, and work was about to begin, when Mr. and Mrs. 
Weddell informed us that though they intended to carry out 
their purpose of giving the house and grounds after the death 
of the survivor, they found with very great reluctance, that 
they could not, during their own occupancy, give a portion 
of their house to a public organization. At the same time they 
made a deed, now recorded at Henrico County Court House, 
conveying the whole of the grounds and house after their 
death. 

The Executive Committee of the Society agreed entirely 
with their view and accepted the deed with great pleasure. 

What Mr. and Mrs. Weddell found necessary to do, was 
followed by action of the Committee to find a place for things 
that might have been put in “Virginia House”. 

A sub-committee composed of some of the most active and 
influential members of the Executive Committee aided by 
members and friends of the Society is now busy collecting 
money to build a three story fire-proof building on the lot back 
of the “Lee House’, which will contain exhibition halls, book- 
stacks, and places to keep manuscripts securely. There will 
also be room for the janitor as it is necessary one should live 
on the lot. 

The sub-committee reporting in November, 1929, stated that 
though the slump in stocks had made collections slow, not only 
would the concrete annex be built but the “Lee House” would 
be fire-proofed in a way which would not alter its appearance, 
and would probably be decorated and furnished. 
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The cheerfulness and confidence shown by the collecting 
committee at a recent meeting gave an equal feeling of assured- 
ness to the Executive Committee. 


It has now been 38 years since we moved into our present 
house. Prior to this move conditions beyond the control of 
any one had brought the Society to such a low ebb that even 
such an enthusiastic officer as Dr. William P. Palmer thought 
it could exist but a short time longer. 

We came to the “Lee House” with only a few hundred 
members and an endowment fund of about $1,300.00. In 1893 
we had an endowment of $1,933.00. We now have (Decem- 
ber 1, 1929), 1,477 members and an endowment fund of 
$29,018.00, and this amount accumulated with but few gifts 
as large as one thousand dollars. 

It is needless to describe the difficulties which our Com- 
mittee has gone through since 1893; but we think we feel 
no improper pride as we lay this statement before the Society. 

Time passes so rapidly and we are so much engrossed with 
the present affairs of the Society, that we have almost over- 
looked our one hundredth birthday, which comes next year— 
on December 29th, to be exact. Later in this year and during 
1931 we should prepare for some sort of celebration, prob- 
ably at our birthplace, the old Hall of the House of Delegates. 
The completion of the proposed concrete and steel building in 
the rear of the “Lee House” would be a most admirable birth- 
day present.

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PROCEEDINGS—ANNUAL MEETING XXXV 


After the nominations had been presented Mr. W. MacFar- 
lane Jones was called to the chair, and on a motion put the 
gentlemen named were unanimously elected. 

The newly elected President resumed the chair. 

A resolution was adopted to write to President-Emeritus 
Valentine a letter expressing to him the high regard the So- 
ciety held for the good work he had done and the very sincere 
affection which the Society felt for him. 

After the other business of the meeting had been concluded 
there was an informal discussion of the fire-proof building 
which it is proposed to erect in the rear of the present house. 
It was also deemed necessary to protect from fire the porches 
in the rear of the present building. 

These porches are so intimately associated with General Lee 
and his life in this house that it is not desirable to remove 
them, but it was determined that some measure for fire pro- 
tection should be taken for safeguarding the house until the 
new fire-proof building is put up. 

After making his report the President stated that many of 
the gifts which have been referred to are now in fire-proof 
storage, and that the proceedings and reports at this meeting 
will be published in the April number of the Virginia Maga- 
zine of History and Biography. The report for 1929 will be 
printed during the year in a later number of the Magazine.
